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The Texas and Pacific Railway Station in Fort 
Worth, Texas, is a twelve-story building within 
a Texan's lariat range of downtown Fort Worth. 
Of its 200 oak-finished offices some I10 are 
rented by the Army Air Forces Training Com- 
mand. From these remote offices Major General 
Barton K. Yount and his immediate family of 
some 225 staff officers direct the nation's air 
crew training program. 

The domain of the Command extends from 
Stewart Field, West Point, New York, to Chico 
Field, California. There are over 150 additional 
schools in most of the Southern States in between. 
No one realizes the magnitude of the Command's 
task more keenly than does General Yount. In 
the trying days of the air forces’ tremendous 
expansion General Yount created an axiom, ‘| 
don't want to know why it can't be done; tell 
me how it can be done." "Our task is elemental, 
our responsibility enormous,"' he has remarked. 
The responsibility of which he speaks is simply 
this: to see that the United States Army Aijr 
Forces is equipped with the best trained, most 
proficient pilots, bombardiers, gunners, naviga- 
tors and ground technicians in the world. The 
record of United States airmen in combat who 
have downed at least four enemy ships to every 
one of our losses indicates that General Yount 
is successfully fulfilling his responsibility. 

The General, a healthy, active grey-haired 
man of 59, directs his staff and through it the 
entire training program, with a certain quiet and 
constant force. He is tense without being ner- 
vous or bombastic, sympathetic and humorous 
without being soft. 

General Yount was born at Troy, Ohio, Jan- 
uary 18, 1884, and graduated from West Point 
on June 14, 1907. His first assignment was in 
the Aviation Section of the Signal Coros— 
grandparent of the Air Forces—as Comman- 
dant of the School of Aeronautics at Austin, 
Texas. He won his wings at Rockwell Field at 


San Diego, California, in 1919. He has served in 
China, Cuba, Hawaii and several European 
countries, as well as at numerous posts within 
continental United States. While in France Gen- 
eral Yount served as Military Attache at the 
American Embassy. 

In July of 1932 General Yount was placed in 
Command of Bolling Field, District of Columbia, 
where he served for two years prior to his assign- 
ment as a student officer at the Army Industrial 
College. In 1935 he was detailed as a student 
at the Army War College from which he gradu- 
ated in 1936. In January, 1939, he was trans- 
terred to duty in the office of the Chief of the 
Air Forces, Washington, D. C., as chief of the 
training group. In August, 1941, General Yount 
took Command of the Army Air Forces, West 
Coast Training Center, one of three geographical 
components of the Training Command. From 
the West Coast Training Center he advanced, 
on January 28, 1942, to the Command of the 
Flying Training Command with direction of the 
entire aircrew training effort. 

On July 7, 1943, the Flying Training Com- 
mand and the Technical Training Command were 
merqed into one organization with General Yount 
in charge. 

General Yount is proud of the work the men of 
his command are doing. He is proud of the in- 
structors, who while they would give their land- 
ing brakes and de-icers to be in combat realize 
that the job they are doing is equally as essential 
as that of the flyers "in action.'' He is proud of 
the graduates of his command who are speaking 
so well for themselves on a dozen battle fronts. 
General Yount knows as well as anyone that the 
job is far from complete—that there may be 
heart-breaking assignments yet to come from 
Washington. But if there are those who know 
the General, they know that he will find out 
"How they CAN be done."

Major General Thomas J. Hanley, Jr., Commanding General of 
the AAF Eastern Flying Training Command, has been associated 
with the Air Corps and its development since 1917. 

Born in Mansfield, Ohio, March 29, 1893, he was graduated from 
the United States Military Academy in 1915. Commissioned a 
Second Lieutenant in the Infantry upon completing his course at 
the Point, he earned the bars of a First Lieutenant July I, 1916. 

He was ordered to flying training in the Aviation Section of 
the Signal Corps on July 1, 1916, and completed his training in 
March, 1917. He was transferred from the Infantry to the Aviation 
Section, Signal Corps, on April 6, 1917. 

He became a Captain May 15, 1917; Major (temporary) July, 
1918; and a Lieutenant Colonel (temporary) in October, 1918. 


He reverted to his rank of Captain on June 30, 1920, and was 
promoted to Major in July, 1920; to Lieutenant Colonel in June, 
1936; to Colonel in March, 1940. 

General Hanley served on the General Staff Corps from June 
26, 1939, to June |, 1941, as G-3, Puerto Rican Department, and 
again, from August 13 to November 17, 1941, as a member of the 
Air Staff. 

He was graduated from the Air Service Field Officers’ School in 
1921; from the Army Industrial College in 1925; and from the 
Command and General Staff School in 1930. 

Well acquainted with the problems of fliers from years of experi- 
ence, General Hanley is rated as Command Pilot, Combat Ob- 
server, and Technical Observer.

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“KEEP’EM FLYING!” _ 


Today, three Army Air Forces Flying Training Commands, 
each operating as a separate unit, but all constituting one great 
United States Army Flying Academy, are working day and 
night to attain the goal of producing the necessary pilots, 
navigators, bombardiers to blast the Axis forces off the ground 
and out of the skies. They are the Army Air Forces Eastern 
Flying Command, with headquarters at Maxwell Field, Ala- 
bama; the Army Air Forces Central Flying Training Command, 
with headquarters at Randolph Field, Texas, and the Army 
Air Forces Western Flying Training Command, with head- 
quarters at Santa Ana, California. 

The Eastern Flying Training Command is typical of all three, 
and more than either of the other two, it started from scratch. 

On November 16, 1940, as the Army Air Forces Southeast 
Training Center, the Eastern Flying Training Command launched 
its aviation cadet program. Major General Walter R. Weaver 
was put in command of the center and at that time it con- 
sisted of nothing more than its present headquarters at Max- 
well Field, Montgomery, Alabama.

Today scores of air schools are operating in the Training 
Command. Many others are soon to be activated. Webbed as 
a single unit around their command headquarters at Maxwell 
Field, they dot the land from the State of Wisconsin to the 
tip of Florida, extending as far west as North Dakota. Here 
in this part of the United States lies the greatest air train- 
ing center in the world today. The sky is literally the limit 
for the facts and figures of the expanding program and 
for the number of men fast undergoing the transition from 
shaky-winged fledglings to dependable Army flyers. 


As though this were not job enough, the Command swung 
open its doors in June, 1941, to British aviation cadets, who 
after completion of their training returned home for duty with 
the RAF. The total number of British students graduated from 
the schools in the Command is a military secret, but the total 


figure runs into the thousands. 


And in May, 1942, a large contingent of sun-tanned Dutch- 
men from the East Indies arrived in this country for training in 


the Eastern Flying Training Command. 


Call it discipline, organization, mass production, or what 
you will... The Eastern Flying Training Command is producing 
a large share of the nation's pilots, navigators, bombardiers. A 
new class of aviation cadets enters the training center every five 
weeks. From all over the country, from many different voca- 
tions, climates and ways of life, they come to sign up with 
the Air Forces. They have three things in common: a minimum 
amount of luggage, a yen to fly, and a desire to come to 


grips with the enemy.

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AIR CREW 


At this very moment throughout the world, at such far-flung 
points as England, Africa, Australia and Alaska, a Flying Fortress 
is lifting from the runway, pulling in her wheels and winging her 
way on another mission of war. There are nine men in this mighty 
ship. They form a team—a team that might in days of peace be 
taking the field for a friendly game of baseball but now, marked 
for an era of global warfare, are on their way to bomb the enemy. 

Two years ago not one of these men was in uniform. Two were 
college students in Ohio and Michigan; one was a Kansas farmer, 
one a New York insurance man; one a Virginia salesman; one was 
a member of the California movie industry; one worked in the 
Oklahoma oil wells; and two were fresh from high school in 
Florida. None had ever met until that day, not too long ago, 
when they were assigned to a B-I7 and told that from that day 
forward they would be as one man. They are truly one big family. 
They eat, sleep, fight and dream of post-war days together. No 
longer are their vocations divided. Now each is thoroughly 
acquainted with the other's job. For they are a team, giving 
their individual best but always in coordination with the combined 
efforts of the others. Teamwork is their watchword, their standard, 
their motto. 

How could nine men from nine different states learn to act as 
one? That was the problem facing the Army Air Forces when 
this country was plunged into war. This is how they solved it. 


TRAINING 


They taught one man to fly a ship, another to guide it on its 
course, another to unleash its cargo of bombs, and others to man 
the radio, maintain the ship's smooth functioning, and defend the 
plane against hostile aircraft. All of these, with the exception 
of the pilot, had to qualify as a gunner. If, on a mission, enemy 
planes swooped down in an effort to shoot down the Fortress, then 
the radio man must take to one of the machine guns, likewise the 
bombardier, the crew chief, the armorer and the navigator. If 
the navigator should be wounded then the bombardier could steer 
the ship back to its base; in the event the radioman is injured, 
the crew chief can step into his shoes. Just as in baseball where 
a man can either pitch, catch or play the outfield, so were these 
teammates taught the importance of versatility. 

When these nine men had finished their specialized courses and 
were sent to an airfield for transitional training, i.e., work as a 
unit, and learned that henceforth they would not work alone but as 
just one small cog in a big wheel, they had come to realize that 
it was not “his'’ ship but "their'’ ship. By working in conjunction 
with each other they could make certain that this mighty B-I7, 
this $335,000 monstrous skybird, would have its chances of survival 
increased nine-fold if each member of the crew were able to do 
two jobs instead of one. No longer could the loss of two crew- 
men seal the plane's doom—now they could literally fight to the 
last man.

THE RADIO ENGINEER 
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Every bomber must have ears and tongue, an ability to hear 
and to talk. Those are the duties of the radio man for he and 
his instruments are the contact of the ship with the world outside. 
Into the ears of the radio operators come orders, warnings, changes, 
and out through his radio go reports of missions, dangers which 
entangle other ships, reconnaissance observations, and position. 

Often the radio men assigned to bombers were amateur ''Hams'' 
in civilian life and made radio their special hobby. Even so, upon 
entering the Air Forces they were required to have at least 1|8 
weeks of intensive training for being an operator aboard a plane 
in war times is a far different thing from making crystal sets just 
for the fun of it. 

In recent months the complications of tactical and group flying 
have made the radio operator's job more and more important. 
He must maintain communications at all times. Sometimes he 
must repair his set under fire. And, of course, like the other 
members of the ship's crew he must be an expert gunner and in 
case of attack by hostile planes or an emergency he is ready to 
man the nearest machine gun and draw a bead on the approaching

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THE ARMAMENT MAN 


One member of the bomber's 
crew who is little publicized is 
the -armorer. Frequently the 
armorer does not fly, doing 
most of his work on the 
ground prior to the plane's 
take-off, but very often he 
does accompany the ship when 
it sets out on its mission and 
then his job is just as impor- 
tant as the pilot, crew chief, 
radio operator, the bombardier 
or navigator. 

Among his other duties the 
armorer, when in flight, must 
act as general maintenance 
man on all turrets. He must 
be certain that they are in 
perfect order and_ readily 
maneuverable. He has com- 
plete charge of all ammuni- 
tion; he must check and 
double-check the condition of 
the bombs in the bombracks; 
he checks the gun sights re- 
peatedly to insure no fault at 
a crucial moment of action. 

And then when enemy planes 
are sighted, the armorer moves 
behind one of the machine 
guns and enacts the role of a 
gunner, just as the other crew 
men do. His job is a multiple 
one—one that is becoming 
more and more vital in com- 
bat each day.

the Crew Chief 


The man on whom the pilot relies for the mechanical condition 
of the airplane is the crew chief who must know the ship from 
nose to tail, wingtip to wingtip, in order to keep it in the air. 


The job of crew chief—or the master mechanic for the plane— 
is one which comes easy to most young Americans who have been 
tinkering around with automobiles and other mechanical devices 
since early boyhood. That is why the Army Air Forces has such a 
splendid maintenance record for airfields in out-of-the-way places. 


Thousands of potential crew chiefs are being trained each month 
at Sheppard Field, Texas, where these shots were made. They 
graduate as "air mechanics,"’ and, if they have the stuff, these 
A.M.'s will become crew chiefs on one of our bombers headed for 
combat. It's not an easy job—the life of the crew is in the hands 
of the chief, but these men have measured up when put to the 
test.

The art of aerial navigation has become an exacting science 


that allows no margin for error. Today, at specialized training 


schools, operating under the Training Command, young men are 
spending eighteen study-filled weeks in insuring the Air Forces 
competent men to "get them there and get them back." Armed 
with a Link A-12 sextant, an air almanac, book of tables called 
"H.0.218,"" scrap paper, log book and a pencil, the navigator 
sallies forth on the deadliest mission in the history of warfare, 
aerial bombardment. Even in training missions, the cadet must 


navigate so well that he'll arrive with his plane at the end of 


a 500-mile jaunt within three and one-half minutes of the ETA 


Aircraft Identification. 


(estimated time of arrival). On graduation, he has behind him 
the most complete course in navigation that aviation science 
can devise. 

The genius and labors of millions of men and the expenditure 
of billions of dollars goes for naught if the Air Forces fail to 
get the bombardier above the enemy so that he can send his 
bombs into the target. Problems in mathematics, aerodynamics, 
physics and navigation have speeded his reaction-time up to the 
point where it is up to calculator quickness, not counting the 
fact that he also doubles up as an observer or gunner when 


the occasion demands.

Colonel Delmar T. Spivey, Buckingham's first Commanding Officer, who 
served in that capacity from May 9, 1942, to March, 1943, has crammed 
a lifetime of living in a 38-year span. 

A native of North Carolina, Colonel Spivey entered the United States 
Military Academy in 1924. While there he was active in sports, winning 
letters in track and baseball. In June of 1928, there emerged from West 
Point a brand new Second Lieutenant of Infantry with orders to report 
to Fort Benning, Georgia. 

But soon our fledgling Air Force beckoned this young Infantry officer, 
and after a year at Benning he transferred to the Air Force. Then came 
12 months of flight training at Brooks and Kelly Fields where he was 
awarded his coveted silver wings. 

Colonel Spivey's first assignment as a pilot was at Langley Field, 
Virginia. This assignment lasted until 1933 when he went to Luke Field, 
Hawaii, as Station Engineering Officer. After two years at Luke it was 
back once again to Kelly where he was Chief of Bombardment Section. 
On the eve of the war in 1939, Colonel Spivey was assigned. to the 23rd 
Composite Group, known as the Demonstration Group. 
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Things were moving fast in the AAF now and soon Colonel Spivey was 
ordered to Orlando, Florida, then to Eglin Field, Florida, where he planned 
and organized the Fixed Gunnery School and became its first Commanding 
Officer. In April of 1942 he was ordered to Fort Myers as Project Officer 
of the new Flexible Gunnery School, construction of which had just been 
authorized. As Project Officer, it was his responsibility to supervise and 
direct the entire building of the school, from the ground up. And in 
May he was appointed Commanding Officer of the new post. 


Since he received his original commission I5 years ago, Colonel Spivey's 
rise in military rank has been steady. Advanced to First Lieutenant in 
1935, he was promoted to Captain in 1937, and to Major three years 
later. He was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel in 1941, and it became 
Colonel Spivey in May, 1942. 

The personnel of Buckingham Field deeply regretted saying ''Au Revoir" 
to Colonel Spivey when he assumed new duties at Maxwell Field early 
this year. But they had no doubt that the Army Air Forces had found 
other and more important uses for the talents of Delmar T. Spivey.

Now Fort Myers is an Army town, and on Saturday nights the 
streets are crowded with G. I.'s. Many soldiers have learned to 
enjoy the fine fishing in this section—a sport which some of them 
could never have afforded in peace time.

When Colonel D. W. Jenkins assumed command of Buckingham Field 
March 21, 1943, he brought to his new position a wealth of practical 
experience in the field of aerial gunnery. In fact, he is rated as a pioneer 
in that field. 

While executive officer at the AAF Proving Ground, Eglin Field, Florida, 
in the summer of 1941, Colonel Jenkins was sent on a special mission to 
England to make a study of British gunnery schools. At that time, aerial 
gunnery in this country was in its infancy; and after returning to the 
States in the fall of 1941, the Colonel played an important part in the 
Army's expansion into the field of aerial gunnery. 

Shortly after his return from England he was made director of training 
at the country's largest aerial gunnery school, which had then been com- 
pleted near Panama City, Florida. Tyndall Field was the second aerial 
gunnery school in the United States to begin training, being preceded 
only by the school at Las Vegas, Nevada. 

lt was at Tyndall Field, under Colonel Jenkins' guidance as director of 
training, that many of the devices and procedures used in training aer‘al 
gunners were invented and developed. It was here also that he was 
promoted from Major to Lieutenant Colonel. 
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A native of Floydada, Texas, he entered the Army in 1928 as a flying 
cadet and received his wings a year later at Kelly Field, Texas. Before 
entering the service, he had attended West Texas Teachers’ College at 
Canyon and Texas Technological College at Lubbock. His first assignment 
was with the Third Attack Group at Fort Crockett, Galveston, Texas. 

After four years at Galveston, the Colonel took an airplane maintenance 
and armament course at Chanute Field, Illinois, and was then assigned to 
the Hawaiian department. He then returned to this country and became 
executive officer at Eglin Field, Florida, from where he was sent to England 
prior to his assignment to Tyndall Field. 

Colonel Jenkins came to Buckingham Field early in 1943 to head the 
new Central Instructors’ School, which had been established by the Army 
to standardize and improve aerial gunnery instruction throughout all gunnery 
schools in the United States. Shortly after receiving this assignment, he 
was promoted to full Colonel. 

Upon Colonel Delmar T. Spivey's relinquishing command of Buckingham 
Field to become Plans and Training Officer on the staff of the commanding 
general of the AAF Southeast Training Center, Colonel Jenkins was made 
commanding officer of the post.

It Over. 
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The crack of shotgun fire still frightens the quails on the 
wasteland 10 miles east of Fort Myers, Florida, on the 
edge of the Everglades. 


But it is not the shotguns of sportsmen who once 
roamed through this hunting paradise. Today young 
Americans who never before held a gun in their hands 
are learning how to become aerial gunners by firing at 


clay pigeons on skeet ranges at Buckingham Army Air 
Field. 


In a little more than a year, a huge Army flying field 
has been built and established as the Army Air Forces’ 
foremost aerial gunnery school on this land which a year 
ago boasted only palmetto thickets, dead pine trees, 
cypress stumps, sand and swamp. 

When Colonel Delmar T. Spivey reported at Fort Myers 


in May, 1942, as commanding officer of this unbuilt field, 
he said that he had seen few uglier spots. In his farewell 
speech here last March, when he left to join the staff at 
headquarters of the Southeast Training Center, he told 
his officers: ''This may be the ugliest field in the entire 
nation, but it is the best Army post that | know of." 


That covers a lot of territory for this youthful colonel 
who has been stationed at Army posts throughout the 
nation. 


The beginning was modest; a borrowed desk, a couple 
of chairs and a typewriter in an old store building in the 
Collier Arcade in downtown Fort Myers. Major Richard 
W. Duggan, now S-3, opened the office May 5, 1942, 
without any fanfare. The local residents did, however, 
pitch in at once, lent the office equipment and-whatever 
else was needed. 


The first celebration came on May 13, when Colonel 
Spivey, who had been project officer for Buckingham for 
several months at Maxwell Field, received news of his 
promotion from Lieutenant Colonel. Mrs. Spivey, Major 
Duggan and the Colonel were the only celebrants. 


But more officers began to arrive as construction of 
the field got underway. Thousands of workers were soon 
employed in digging ditches in the low-lying land, build- 
ing hard-surfaced roads and erecting tar-paper buildings. 
Gunnery ranges were laid out with care and planning. 


The "housing shortage," a familiar problem to most 
Army families in these times, struck Fort Myers. The 
local real estate agents were called in, and they have 
done a fine job of finding homes for the many Army 
families which have come to Fort Myers. Hotels which 
have usually shut their doors for the summer months 
remained open to take care of the influx. 


Work progressed rapidly. Buildings were divided into 
two classes: those which were to be finished in a 75-day 
period and those which were to be completed in 110 
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days. Unfavorable weather delayed some of the con- 
struction, but on July 5 the post was formally activated. 
Three weeks later the first cadre of men arrived on the 


field from Tyndall Field, near Panama City, Florida. 


Those were the days of outdoor privies, lunch at a 
tarpaper-covered stand, little drinking water but plenty 
on the roads. Colonel Spivey's enthusiasm and the 
loyalty of the members of his staff made the going easy 
—in spite of the difficulties. These men knew that they 
were helping construct another installation for the purpose 
of defeating our enemies. 


Training began September 5 with the completion of the 
Today graduates of this school are fighting 
on far-flung fronts in many types of medium and heavy 
bombers. Some of them have already given their lives 
for their country, but many lives have been saved be- 
cause of the valuable training in aerial gunnery which 
these men received here. 


runways. 


Handling a .50 caliber turret or waist gun over enemy 
territory is not an easy job—but it seems that gunnery 
comes naturally to the youths of this nation which was 
founded by pioneers who knew their stuff when it came 
to guns. Famous sportsmen and hunters who have known 
and loved guns for years are helping with the training at 
Buckingham, and they are passing on to these youngsters 
the same love of guns. 


Veterans who have sighted Zeros and Messerschmitts 
through gunsights have now been sent to Buckingham 
by the Army Air Forces to teach the gunnery students 
something about the tactics of our enemies. The Cen- 
tral Instructors School, located at Buckingham, was 
founded in December to standardize and improve 
gunnery training. The first director was Colonel D. W. 
Jenkins, formerly the director of training at Tyndall. 
When Colonel Spivey left this command to become A-3 
for the Southeast Training Center in March, Colonel 
Jenkins then became commanding officer of Buckingham 
Field. 


The men here are dedicated to the job of shooting 
the enemy out of the skies. They know their work and 
are willing to put in long, hard hours to accomplish this 
end. The officers in charge are eager and willing to 
make changes and to experiment to improve the quality 
of our gunners. 


And when this war is all over, Buckingham in all prob- 
ability will be abandoned; its construction and buildings 
are temporary. But the men who have trained here will 
never forget the valuable things they have learned, and 
in the months ahead the Nazis and the Japs will come 
to know better and better the accuracy of guns aimed 
by Buckingham men. 


Chey Begin With the.22 
and Skeet... 


Five of the six weeks of the aerial gunnery course are spent in ground instruc- 
tion, and skeet plays an important part in getting the gunners to understand the 
principles of ''lead.'' The same clay pigeons and 12 gauge shotguns which many 
hunters used in peace time are used on the ranges here. 

The dream-gun of boyhood, the .22, is used by gunnery students in the early 
part of the course here to teach them sighting. Most of the men have never 
fired a gun before they get their hands on the .22 rifle, and they do surprisingly 
well. A moving belt with miniature airplanes is used on this range. 


Shooting at a moving object from a moving base—that is an instructor's description of the fundamental principle which has to be mastered in aerial 
gunnery. And so the ground range department has developed a Moving Base Range. The gunnery student stands on the back of a moving truck and 
fires at clay pigeons as they emerge from traps around a mile-long track. 
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ners Must Know Their Gu 


When a Messerschmitt or Zero is in your gunsights, your guns 
just can't jam. The students spend hours learning the parts of 
their guns and how to detect defects—or malfunctions as they are 
known. Each one of the guns on the Malfunction range has some 
defect, and it's up to the students to find the trouble in a speci- 
fied length of time. 


With a handkerchief tied securely over their eyes, the students 
learn how to assemble the caliber .50 machine gun in a very short 
time. They also learn a great deal about cleaning their guns 
under difficult conditions and about the care of these death- 
dealing weapons after each flight. 

These lessons are sometimes tiring, but in combat they may save 
many a life. 


Some of the mothers and fathers won't 
believe the things that their sons tell them 
about our bomber turrets when they come 
home from the war. But they'll be telling the 
truth. 

The airplane manufacturers have done a 
magnificent job in giving Uncle Sam's gun- 
ners the best turrets in the world today. 
Thus our gunners have a margin of fire 
beyond the range of the enemy's guns. These 
turrets explain the reasons why the Eighth 
Air Force has been able to shoot down more 
than a thousand Nazi fighters and why so 
many of our Forts can come back with the 
report: ''Mission accomplished; five enemy 
planes shot down." 

The students at Buckingham spend hours 
learning how to manipulate these complicated 
machines, and they get a thorough course 
in maintenance of the turrets. A unique part 
of the turret program is the shotgun turret 
which is used to familiarize gunners with 
this device. 


A Turret Lecture. 
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Hour after hour and day after day, the mechanical mule of the modern Army—the Jeep— 
goes around the track on the Jeep Range at Buckingham Field. Protected by an earthen revet- 
ment, the jeep carries a cloth target above it at a speed of 25 to 30 miles an hour. 

On this range the gunners test their aim with .30 and .50 caliber machine guns¢from the same 
kind of turrets which they will use later in medium and heavy bombers. The turrets are mounted 
on trucks especially constructed for this training. The tips of the bullets are dipped in paint, 


and the scores for each gunner are counted carefully when the target cloth is removed from 
the jeep.

ave Bullets... 


Hundreds of thousands of rounds of ammunition 
are expended here weekly, but the synthetic train- 
ers save as many bullets as are used. By means 
of motion pictures, sighting devices, and range 
estimators, the students are able to learn a great 
deal about gunnery which is just as practical as 
firing a machine gun out on the Jeep Range. 

Most interesting of these synthetic devices is 
the huge Waller Trainer which uses a spherical 
screen and five projectors to duplicate the actual 
conditions encountered in the sky. A gun hooked 
up to a photo-electric cell scoring system is used 
to record the exact number of hits made by each 
student.

The men who have been to combat know that there is no time 
for a detailed survey of each ship which comes into view. The 
gunner must know his airplanes. Model aircraft are also used to 


help acquaint the gunners with the characteristics of friendly and 


enemy aircraft. 
Cardboard and wooden models of these planes are hung in class- 
rooms throughout the field.

Buckingham is a school for aerial gunners, but the scores of pilots 
stationed at this field are doing a fine job for the Army Air Forces. 
Day after day, they haul gunners out to the range over the Gulf 
of Mexico for air-to-air firing. Flying the same route each day 
becomes monotonous at times, but they know how necessary their 
job is to the war effort.

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The many hours logged by these pilots here add greatly to 
their experience. Many pilots already have left this field for com- 
bat training, and the hundreds of hours which they flew here will | 
help them in their work in the combat areas.

Aerial gunnery is a constantly changing and ever-developing 
military science. This evolution places a heavy responsibility on 
Army officials to see that aerial gunnery training keeps pace with 
the demands of war and that students are given the very best 
training possible. 4 


For this very purpose—constant improvement of training methods 
and efficiency—the Central Instructors’ School at Buckingham 
Field was established early in 1943. All instructors in the country's 
six aerial gunnery schools are now required to go through the 


school. Bal? 
The job of the aerial gunner is a deadly one, requiring scientific 
training, lightning-like speed, and unerring accuracy. Aerial gunnery 


is a comparatively new science and the time available for the i), 
training of a gunner is limited. Thus, it is imperative that this 
short training period be utilized in the most efficient manner pos- 
sble. 

In working toward the improvement of gunnery training, the 
Central Instructors’ School has set as its aims (1) the collection | 
of data gained from experience at the six gunnery schools now in 
operation, and from this data to work out standards and methods ‘|| 
of instruction to be used at all schools; (2) to engage in research 
for new facts, methods, and procedures for the improvement of 
training methods. 


Since its inception, the school has well measured up to what 
was expected of it, and has made a vital contribution to the science 


of aerial gunnery.

Gunners Must Fight at 30, 


"Hamburg was bombed at 11:30 a.m. today by Flying Fortresses from a height of 
30,000 feet, it was announced in a special communique from headquarters of the Eighth 


Air Force." 
Most of our heavy bombers fly at tremendous heights where the air is so thin that 


man cannot live without oxygen equipment. Every gunner learns how to use this 


equipment in the altitude trainer at Buckingham. The exact conditions experienced 
at 30,000 feet can be duplicated in the chamber. 
B-I7's are also used at the gunnery school to train aerial gunnery students by an 


actual flight into the sub-stratosphere. 
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echanicds and Iaintenance Crews 
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Without the mechanics, there could be no flying. Their 
job is to keep ‘em flying, and Buckingham Field is especially 
proud of the work of the men on the line. Some of the 
crews work all night so that the planes will be ready for 
takeoff shortly after sun-up. ; 


The sub-depot here also contributes greatly to the pro- 
gram on the flying line. Hundreds of civilians are engaged 
in repairing, checking and overhauling the planes which 
carry the gunners into the air for firing on the range over 
the Gulf. The sub-depot has a complete welding, riveting 
and machine shop. 
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The gunners who leave Buckingham Field will man the guns of ships like 
the Memphis Belle, below, which visited Buckingham Field recently on a tour 
of the nation. The Belle, which successfully completed 25 raids on Hitler's 
Fortress of Europe, was just another Flying Fortress when she left for England 
a year ago, but today this B-I7 is known to millions of Americans. 


In her crew were six enlisted men and four officers, and all of them have 
a healthy respect for the German fliers. But they also know that the finest 
guns in the world—our caliber .50 turret-mounted machine guns—are ever ready 
to meet the enemy when he attacks. 

Gunnery students had a chance to examine the ship from tail gun to 
front guns and get first-hand dope from members of the crew as to how if's 
being done in combat. 

As the days go by, the size of the raids in which B-I7's are participating 
is increasing. Above is a view of a recent raid on Wilhelmshaven and Kiel 


by a huge formation of Forts high over the clouds of Germany. It is for 
raids like this one, in which shipping yards and other valuable installations 
were utterly destroyed, that Buckingham's gunners are being trained. With 
ships like the I7's and crews like the one which flew in the Memphis Belle, 
Nothing Can Stop The Army Air Corps.

A hospital of almost 300 beds, large enough to serve a city of 
many thousands, serves the men and women of Buckingham and 
their dependents. 

The cry of babies is a usual sound at this “strictly G. I." hos- 
pital, for scores of wives of officers and enlisted men are given 
expert obstetrical care there. The operating room, modern and 
complete in every detail, is busy every day, and a large staff of 
dentists is at work day and night in the clinic. 

Despite the hot weather and high humidity of this area, 
Buckingham has a fine health record with few man hours lost 
as a result of sickness. The head of the hospital is Lieutenant 
Colonel Robert H. Looney, Jr., 32, whose genial manner is in 
large part responsible for the high morale of the men of the 
medical department. 
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SPECIAL SERVICE 


* 


The Special Service Department is that unit of the Army dele- 
gated by the commanding officer to look after the welfare, recrea- 
tion and physical fitness of the Army personnel. They have the 
responsibility of maintaining and operating the post theater, post 
library, recreation hall, swimming pool and service men's club. 

Under their guidance parties and dances for the soldiers of the 
field are planned and carried through. They conduct non-military 
education such as art and foreign language classes. It is up to this 
department to see that proper morale material is distributed to the 
men through the medium of radio, camp newspapers, special films, 
cartoons, posters, speakers and special publications. Special Serv- 
ice also maintains liaison with the Red Cross administration, national 


welfare agencies and government agencies. 
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The first contingent of WACs arrived 
from Fort Oglethorpe, Georgia, on May 
20 and in a few days many more followed 
from administration schools in Florida and 
Texas. For many of the girls it was their 
first taste of life on an Army post, but it 
didn't take them long to accept this new 
life and settle down to their G. I. jobs. 

The officers and men on the field who 
work with the girls say that the expectations 
of the Army in the WAC has been justified 
by their hard work and devotion to duty. 
Most of the WACs here work as stenog- 
raphers, typists and file clerks, the fields 
in which it was first recognized that women 
could replace men. But they also do such 
work as communications and radio, driving 
staff cars and jeeps. In time to come the 
WACs will probably replace many more 
enlisted men serving in scores of desk and 
technical jobs at Buckingham.
